In Tuesday’s special election called by the City Council, a sur- 
pri.se defeat was handed the proposal that Sierra Madre City em¬ 
ployees .join the California State Employee Retirement System 
when 1200 registered voters chalked up 705 No’s against 488 Yes. 
votes. 

. Casting a moderately good 
vote, approximately 41 per cent 
of Sierra Madre voters turned 
out for the election; 1193 persons 
wont to the polls and 7 absen¬ 
tee ballots were entered, 'riiero 
are 2907 registered voters in the 
city, according to the City 
Clerk's office. 

The proposal would have made 
it mandatory that the Council 
enter into a contract with the 
State Roliremcnt System to pro¬ 
vide disability and death bene¬ 
fits, and a pension based on 
prior service for 28 City em¬ 
ployees. 

City and employees would 
have paid approximate halves 
of current costs and the city, 
as provided by the System,

With an estimated 60,000 resi¬ 
dents in the district comprising 
Sierra Madre, Duarte, Monrovia, 
Arcadia and Temple City, there 
I i.s provision for only 37 hospital 
1 bods for general use, according 
to Hie survey Toccntly conducted 
; in Los Angeles County by Dr. 
’ James A. Hamilton. 

The greatly increased popula¬ 
tion of the area makes more ap- 
liarent the drastic need for hos¬ 
pital facilities, states Dr. Hamil¬ 
ton, who has proposed that a 
100-bed community hospital for 
( the area bo given number one 
I priority rating. Yet, oven while 
j .such an institution will allcvi- 
! ate a critical .situation, it will 
j not approach the minimum re- 
! tiuircd for best hospitalization 
i for the populace. Dr. Mamilton 
said. 

Further facts enumerated In 
the Hamilton report reveal that 
! this area stands next to Pasa¬ 
dena in death rate, Pasadena's 
being highest in the County. Dr. 
Hamilton does not indicate that 
this is all due to lack of hos¬ 
pital facilities, but in part to the 
I preponderance of elderly persons 
j living in the district. 

The, Board of Directors of the 
Santa Anita Hospital Association 
is laying plans now for the com¬ 
ing financial appeal throughout 
tlic foothill and valley area. 

A largo group of volunteer 
workers will present the hospital 
feeds to industrial and commer¬ 
cial organizations while every 
residential section will be com¬ 
pletely covered. 

, Leo M. Meeker, president of 
the Association which includes 
H. C. Lewis and Harry A. Lange, 
from Sierra Madre, has expres¬ 
sed gratitude for the response 
and willingness of loading citi¬ 
zens to participate in the ground 
work. 


I Appearing before Thursday’s 
I meeting of the Taxpayers Asso¬ 
ciation Paul Carter, former Coun¬ 
cilman. gave a school budget re¬ 
port formulated by the Cham¬ 
ber of Commeree Tax Commit¬ 
tee. Members of the committee 
with Mr. Carter are Judge No- 
ren Eaton and Tom Sdiwartz. 

Basing the survey on discus¬ 
sions of Hio proposed bttdgci 
wilh school officials, the follow¬ 
ing facts wore developed by Mr. 
Carter: 

1. It was agreed that items 
of capital outlay and mainten¬ 
ance amounting to $7284, reflect¬ 
ing an increase of $1000 in the 
maintenance items, was .lusli- 
fied. Thc.so items are Hio result 
of five years, during which the 
needed equipment was not 
available. 

2. II was'found mat Iasi year’s 
income raised $.5000 over actual 
rxpcndiltiros. This amount has 
been set aside as reserve, it ap¬ 
pears that a like amount is ex¬ 
pected for this year. 

It was pointed out in the dis- 
cu-ssion that each $.500 represents 
approximately Ic in the tax rate. 

The budget included an item 
of retirement, insurance, elc.. 
$1500 of which is assumed by 
the State of California. This 
should show a 3 cent decrease in 
the tax rate. 

Teachers’ salaries are up 25 
I'er cent to 28 per cent' provided 
in major part by Slate constitu¬ 
tional amendment from State 
lax funds. The committee took 
exception to a so-called increase 
increment credit ovof the salary 
schedules set by the board 
which could come out of any 
increase in revenue ba.scd on 
Ihe theory that 70 per cent of 
all income collected goes to 
teachers’ salaries. 

This would reflect an increase 
in salaries in proportion to any 
increase in capital expenditures 
which is considered unsound 
procedure. Elimination of this 
item would reflect an additional 
2ccnt cut in the rate. 


Last chance to express opin¬ 
ion on the Passionisl Fathers 
request for a zone change will 
I’.e offered Tuesday night, July 
22, when Ihe Council holds a 
public hearing on the contro¬ 
versial proposal. 

The petlHon, a.sking change 
to “institutional” zone for the 
50 Moiiaslery acres in norlliwest 
Sierra Madre, has met with 
strong opposition evidenced in 
the minority report drawn up by 
three Planning Commi.ssion 
members.
